Text of Japanese Acceptance of 
Invitation to Discuss Far East 


WASHINGTON, July 28. 
HE text of the Japanese note 
received at the State Depart- 
ment yesterday follows: 

“The Japanese Government has 
taken note of the contents of the 
American memorandum of July 
23 received through the American 
charge d'affaires in reply to the 
Japanese memorandum of July 13 
on the subject of a conference on 
the limitation of armament to be 
held in Washington. 


“It has been brought to the 
knowledge of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment that the Government of 
the United States ‘ie willing to 
proceed with exchanges of opin- 
ion regarding the agenda prier 
to the meeting of the conference 
and that it considers it advisable 
to adjust in that agenda the na- 
ture and scope of the Pacific and 
Far Eastern questions to be dis- 
cussed at the proposed conference. 
The Japanese Government, on that 
understanding, are happy to be 
able to inform the American Gov- 
ernment that it is their intention 
gladly to accent an invitation for 
a conference which shall embrace 
the discussion of the Pacific and 
Far Eastern questions. 

Relation to Armament. 

“The Japanese Government have 
been made aware through the 
communications and published 
statements of the American Gov- 
ernment and the conversations 
between the Secretary of State 
and Baron Shidehara that the 
proposition of the American Gov- 
ernment to discuss the Pacific and 
Far Eastern problems is based on 
the close bearing they have on the 
limitation of armaments, which 
is the principal aim of the con- 
ference, and that, therefore, the 
main object of discussing these 
problems is to reach common wn- 
derstanding in regard to general 
principles and policies in the Pa- 
cific and the Far East. Desiring, 
as they do, to contribute to the 
establishment of an enduring 
peace and to the advancement of 
human welfare, the Japanese 
(jovernment earnestly hope that 
the proposed conference may at- 
tain the expected results and their 
ideals may thereby be brought 
nearer to realization.
